And Talks of the Situation Financially—He 


Says the Exportation of Gold 
Will Not Hurt Us. 


Mr. Jobn A. Donovan, manager of the R. 
G. Dun & Co. mercantile agency, has just re- 
turned from New York. 

Mr. Donovan is quite happy over the finan- 
cial and business situation of the country. 

Especially is he pleased with the outlook for 
the south, 

“To say that the business outlook is prom- 
ising,” he said yesterday, “would scarcely be 
admitted by thé majority of merchants, yet 
there is really no good cause for anxiety. In 
the south we have marketed a phenomenal 
cotton crop. Before the next crop is made the 
apparent world’s surplus of cotton will have 
been adjusted and cotton of 91-9 will com- 
mand remanerative prices. Such are the views 
of several well-informed commission mer 
chants.’”’ a 

“How is it with the grain?“ Mr® Donovan 
was asked. 

“The grain of the west is needed very much 
in Europe and high prices will prevail. From 
this source a heavy balance of trade in favor 
of America must result.“ 

Why the cry of scarcity of money then? 

“The disturbing element, has been the 
large shipmenis of gold to Europe, reaching 
as high as 368, 000,000 in one week 
this month and over 57,000,000 the past 
week. Notwithstanding these heavy exports 
of the precious metal very few of the leading 
financial houses of New York consider it ab- 
normal, The demand for American gold is 
very general throughout Europe, shipments 
aggregating, for the current year, over 
$55,000,000 have been made to Ger- 
many, France and England.” 

Why does the gold go to Europe? 

“Because they need it over there, and be- 
cause there is a nice profit to be made by ship- 
pers of it. The Imperial bank, of Berlin, and 
the Bank ot France give as a bonus the inter- 
est of shipments while in transit, and the Bank 
of England pays a premium on Ameri- 
can gold eagles. The transactions 
are exactly o @ commercial value 
as in the exports of our agricultural 

roducts, and the real gainersare the American 

nking and exchange houses, who till the 
orders for American gold, as also the im rs, 
who buy sterling exchange ordinarily, but can 
now ship gold instead and make a good profit. 
The importance attached to the drain of gold 
from America would cause some to think the 
stock of gold was running very low.“ 
A statement,“ continued Mr. Donovan, 
“of the amount of gold in use as 
money in this country was recently 
repared from official figures at Washington. 
he stock of gold in the United States on the 
first of the month, according to official figures, 
was $689,495,000, against $704,597,000 on Jan- 
ury Ist, a falling offof only $15,102,000. The 
current production of oyr mines is ahout $32,- 
000,000. During the last calendar year $17,- 
465,000 of foreign gold was imported into the 
United Staves and melted at our; mints, and 
nearly 3,000,000 of our own gold coin was 
b ht back, a total o $20,000,000. 
the export of over 
$61,000,000 of our gold barsin the summer of 
1889, and nearly $16,000,000 in the summer of 
1800, the stock of gold in the United States on 
the first of this year was about $15,000,000 more 
than it was on 27 1, 1890, and within 
$500,000 of the gold stock on January 1, 1889. 
The treasury has in its vaults $280,000, in 
gold, and the United States has today prob- 
ably the largest stock of gold ot any country 
in the world, with the possible exception of 
France, 

„The situation, so far as affected by the out- 
flow of gold, should have no serious effect on 
legitimate business transactions. Within the 
next six months the shortage of European 

readstuffs can only be supplied by the United 
States and Canada. The trade ance will 
then be so largely in our favor that all the 
bonus and inducement possible cannot pre- 
vent the return to these shores of the larger 
part of the specie now being sent out.
